they needed not ſeek! ſar off. Verginius Rufus the 
Lieutenant, though but of a Gentleman's Houſe, and 
no higher, in Strength of Body, Matters of Action, 
and all other things excelled Galbaz in Birth, what 
if Galba were better ?

of this kind, the Strangers quitted all farther Pre- 
tenſions to a Science of their own introducing... And. 
now no Prieſt is conſulted, but ſuch only as derive Þ. 
from Cinyras.. For. Sacrifces, eyery Man is at liberty 
to chuſe what fort of Beaſt he will, only as to the Sex 
he is. confined, for none but Males are permitted. 
But though all kinds be allowed, yet that which they _ 
moſt conſide in, is Kid; and no Omens are reputed 
of equal Credit, with thoſe collected from the Fibres 
of theſe Creatures. No Blood is admitted to be pou- 
red upon the Altar; vo Incenſe offered, but Prayers 
and pure Fire; and this Particular is very remarka- 
ble, that, though the Altar ſtand in the open Air, 
yet it is never wet with Rain. The Image of the 
Goddeſs here is not as uſually, of humane form, but 
a continued Round, riſing ſmaller, Pyramid faſhion,

It is plain here were Seven Legions ready upon the 
Spot, the two Provinces of Syria and Judaa were their 
oven, beſides a vaſt number of auxiliary Forces.

padocia, Pontus, and all the Troops upon the Fron- 
tiers of Armenia: Add to thoſe Aſia, and the reſt of 
the Provinces adjacent, where there was plenty both 
of Men and Money; the Iſtands too leaped by 
the Sea; and the Sea it (elf, which would be a great 
Security to them, and infinitely commodious for car- 
rying on the War. Gal AO en 
the Soldiery was no ſecret to the Generals: but the 
thought it moſt adviſeable to fit ſill a while, and look 
on: not doubting, but their buſineſs might be done by 
the hands, and at the expence of others. For ſinte 
there is never any clear good underſtanding between 
the Victors and the Vanquiſhed ; the Event of War, 
and the Jealouſies naturally ariſing upon the deſeat of 
either Party, could not fail to furniſh them with a 
very favourable Occaſion. They therefore need be in 
no concern which fide prevailed, for whether Otbo or 
Vitellzas got the day, the Conſequence muſt be exacti7 
the ſame, Succeſs in War is apt to tranſport 2 — 3 
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the beſt- Generals to great Indeceneies. But theſe 
two, beſides the Fate common to their Poſt, had 
Di ſcord and Sloth, Luxury, and perſonal Vices, to 
undo them. Here it was eaſie to foreſee, that both 
muſt be ruined, though not both the ſame way; fur 
if one fell by the Chance of the War, the other would 
as certainly be oppreſs d with Victory. Upon theſe 

Conſiderations they reſerved: themſelves for a conye- 
nient opportunity: for this matter, though concerted 
but lately indeed between heſpaſian and Mac ianus, 
yet had been long in the thoughts of others. Some 
of whom proceeded upon Principles of private 
Friend ſti p, ſome in pure regard to the Publick, 
. many: were d iſpoſed to it from a pleaſing proſpect 0 
Booty, and others puſſ' d on by the ſtraightneſs of 
their Fortunes.

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X. In a Commonwealth much divided 
in the Affections of the People, and floating between 
Liberty and Licentiouſneſs, by reaſon of frequent 
Changes in the Government, every little Matter 
makes a great Noiſe and Stir.

As for the Reception which Otho's 
Party found, the moſt vigorous Officers, and ſuch as 
had moſt diſtinguiſhed themſelves, N pos to 
death: A barbarous piece of Conduct, which gave 
the chief Proyocation to the Myrian Forces, to fall off 
from Fiellius; though other Legions too, whether 
a. catching the Infection of ſo contagious a Diſcats

But, whatever 
chearfulne(s might appear in his Countenance, it 
is certain he Rad heavineſs in his Heart, as be- 
ing very ſenſible, chat Articles of Accuſation had 
been exhibited againſt him.

-who upon the diſpute between Oftþo and Vitelliu, 
Had declined <clofing with either of the contending 
Intereſts, and aimed at à ſeparate Sovereignty of his 
oben; As a proof whereof it was urged, that he had 
iven-out Orders, without prefixing any Emperor's 
* To confirm this ſuſpicion the more, 
ſome ill Conſtructions were made of Speeches, deli- 
wer'd by him in publick, reflecting upon Firellius, and 
Imelling rank of Popularity. But how far ſoever he 
Had deligned either ene others, or ingratia- 
ting and recommending himſelf, yet in effect, his 
Credit and Character was ſo much ſuperior to that of 
the Informer, that he prevailed with Hitellius to 
uniſhhis Accuſer, and ſuffer him to make a part of

jealouſie which had taken ſuch ſtrong poſſeſſion of the 


Soldiers, that they ran to the very Room where the 
Emperor was at Meat, and one and all demanded 
Verginius his blood. There was not the leaſt ſuſpi- 
cion, nor any doubt of his Innocency, not even in 
Vitellius his own Breaſt, though of all Men living 
the moſt diffident, and apt to entertain even ground- 
leſs apprehenſions of this kind: And yet, it was: nuit 
without great difficulty, that a Man of fo clear a 
Character, of the firſt Quality, and formerly their: 
General, was preſerved; and the ſenſleſs Fury of the 
Nabble reſtrained.

For now the Number was di- 
miniſhed, the trouble returned very thick upon 
them; for ſtill the ſame courſe of Duty muſt be 
kept up. And as their Fatigue increaſed, ſo they

By theſe People there was Intelligence given of a 
Garrifon of Four Hundred "Horſe that lay at hte - 
ramna, a place hard by there: Whereupon p̃urus was 
ſent away thither immediately, with a- ſmall Party 
to ſtorm the Fort. Some few that reſiſted were cus 
off in the Attempt, but the reſt threw down thei

HAP. LXII. About that time Fabius Valens. 

vas aſſaſſinated in the Priſon at U bin, and his Head 

-expoſed for a Spectacle to the Vitellian Coboris, to 

ſhew them what they had to truſt to: For it was 
bruited about, that Valens was gotten away into Ger- 
mam, and there, at work upon Levies and Recruits, 
but the fight of the dead Body put them. all into a. 
Deſperation : And the Flavians took a- Fancy upon 
it, that the Death of Valens would certainly put an 

end to the War. This ſame Valens was, by Birth, 

of. Anagnia ; of an Equeſtrian Family; looſe in his 

Life and Manners: And he did not want Wit ,nei-. 
ther, ſuch as it was; but that which other People 
call Buffoonery, paſt with him for Galantry,.and good 
Humour, In the Jupenalia under Nero, he play d the 
part of a Mi mick; firſt upon a kind of Neceſſity, and 
then upon Choice; which he performed witb more 

Addreſs than Honour. In this Command, as Lieute- 

- nant of a Legion, he ſided with Verginzus, and in fo. 
doing, effetually, defamed him. He took away the 
Liſe of bis Lieutenant General Fonte ius Capi io, eithe 
becauſe he was a Traytor, or becauſe he could 0 J 
make him one.

Servius Tullius came next, and after him 
came Tarquinius Superbus, and both did their Parts 
toward the finiſhing of the Defign : The one by the 
Contribution of his Allies, and the other upon the 
taking of Sueſſa Pometia, out of the Profit of the 
Spoils. But the Glory of perfecting the Work was 
xeſcryed for an Age of Liberty.

After the Expullion, of Kings, the Capitol was de- 
Aicated by Horatius Pulvillus in his Second Conſu- 
late, and in fo magnificent a manner, that what-

hardly add any thing yet to the Value of it. Some 
four Hundred and five and twenty Years after this, 
the Capitol was burnt again, and rebuilt upon the 
ame Spot: Lucius Scipio and Caius Norbanys, Conſuls. 
The Care of it came next to Sylla, (the Conqueror) 
who.undertook it, but did not dedicate it, which was 
the only thing he wanted, to make him as happy in 
Huis Fortune, as in his Name.

Atticus the Conſul 3 who was not more remarkable 
for his. Office, then for his Vanity and Weakneſs, in 
the bitter Edi&s he had publiſhed againſt Vitellius, to 
the Honour of Veſpaſian, The reſt made a hard ſhift * 
to ſlip away; ſome in the Diſguife of Slaves, others 
took Sanctuary among their Friends, and ſome again 
were concealed in Packs of Goods. Some got the 
. Word and made uſe of it one with another in Queſtion. 
= and Anfwer, that the very Confidence in the -out-fa- 
; cing of it, was as good as a hiding- hole. 
CHAP. LXXIV. Domitian, at their firſt entri 
r the Place, lay cloſe in the Houſe of the Sexton, — 
> was there by the Advice of his Freed man dreſſed up 
8 in a Linen Garment like one of their Prieſts ; ſo that 


in that Habit he paſſed for one, and got away into the 


Houſe of Antonius Primus near the Felabrum, a Con- 
fident of his Father's : And there he abſconded. When 
his Father came afterward to the Empire, he cauſed 
the Sexton's Quarter to be demoliſhed, and alittle 
Chappet to be built in the Place of it,and dedicated it 
to FUPITER the PRESERVER, There was 
alſo an Altar rais'd, and an Inſcription ordered of the 
whole Hiſtory upon a Marble Table. When Domi- - 
tian himſelf came to the Government, he dedicated a. 
mighty Temple to FUPITER' the GUARD. 
1 N; and depoſited his own Statue in the Lap of the

There were now brought to Vitellias, in Chains, 
Sabinus and Atticus, who gave them not one eroſs Word 
or Look, which yas a terrible Mortification to-thoſe- 
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that thirſted after their Blood, and a Reward of their

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Wickedneſs, The Outcry that was begun by the 
foremoſt was quickly ſeconded by the Rabble, with 


Clamours for Execution, and not without a Mixture 


of Menaces and Flatteries as the Occaſion required. 
While Vitellius was juſt upon the point of interpoling 
on the Behalf" of the Priſoners, they ran him down 
with Noiſe and Tumult, and in the mean. while fell 
furiouſly upon Sabinas, with ſtabbing, hacking, and 


mangling of bim. till at laſt they cut off his Head, 


and dragg d his Body to the common Sink of intamous 
Maletaster s. 5 25 TR - 
HAP. LXXV. This was the miſerable End of 
Sabin: A Man in himſelf not<deſpicable, and one 
that had born. Office five and thirty Years. in the 
Common-wealth ; Wherein he acquitted himſelt with 
_ Honour both in War and Peace. Upon the 
Matter of Integrity and Juſtice, no Creature could 
ever tax him, unleſs perhaps that he was too free 


of his Tongue, which was the only thing his very 


Enemies could charge upon him, in the whole ſeven 
Years. of his Command in Maſa, and in his twelve 
Years Government in the City. As to the Character 
of the Man toward his latter End: Some took him 
to be falſe and cowardly ; others. jugded him to be 
rather moderate and tender of ſpilling Blood, But 
this however is not to be denied, that before Veſpay 
ſian mounted the Throne, Sabinus was the Pillar of- 
the Family. Many People have thought that the 
Death of this Man was no unwelcome News to Ma- 
cianus, and that it fell out in a good Time for the 
publick Peace, in putting an end to a dangerous Emu- 
lation, betwixt two State -Rivals ; the Colleague of 
the Emperor and the Brother. The Multitude was 
ſtill violently bent vp the Death of Atticus the 

re nuouſly oppoſed it, and not 
without a plauſihle Retribution of Gratitude and 
_ For upon a-ſolemn Enquiry, who it was that 
Arſt ſet Fire to the Capitol, Atticus took it upon 
himſelf, and by that. Means diſcharged the — 
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of Tarracina; the Fencers and Samen that durſt not 


ſbew their Heads out of the Walls, were cooped up 
in the Town. The Captain of the Gladiators was 
Julianus, and Apollinaris commanded the Seamen, as 


we have (ſaid before: A lazy, wretchleſs ſort of People, 
that in the looſeneſs of their Manners were liker Fen- 
cers than Soldiers. There was no care taken, either 
about their Watches, or their Walls, to keep the 
ane in order, or the other in repair: But Day and 
Night went away in Rioting, and Pleaſure, as Mu- 
ſick, Treats, and the like, fo that the whole Coaſt 
rung of their Debauches, and the Soldiers in the 
mean time hunting up and down for Curioſities to 
ſubminiſter to their Luxury: And not one Word of 
War all this while in their Cups, 2 00 

It was not many Days before, that Apinius Tiro 
bad been Abroad, Taxing and Squeezing the Free- 

Towns; which he did to Nach a Degree, that he did 
bis Party much more hurt than good, 

CHAP. LXXVII. In this interim comes a Ser- 
vant of * Verginius Capito's out of the Town to Zu- 
eius Fitellius, having run away from his Maſter, with 
this Propoſal to him; That the Caſtle was unman d, 


and with the aſſiſta nee of ſuch. a Party of Soldiers, 


he would undertake to put it into bis Hands. The 
Thing was in ſhort agreed upon, and a Part 

Light · armed Cohorts conveyed: in the dead and dark 
of the Night, up to the Tops of the Mountains that 
commanded the Place: And from thence, "after a 
ſhort Stand over the Heads of the Enemy, they fell 
pouring down upon them as to an Execution rather than 
2. Battle; over- bearing all before them: Some without 


* 
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ol the Envy of that Suſpicion. But whether this was 
the very Truth of the Caſe, or only an Invention to 
ſerve a Turn, may be à Queſti on. 
HAP. LXXVI. "Lucius Vitellias'being tiow 
encamped at Feronza, and bent upon the Deſtru&ion  - 
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any Arms at all; others but half: armed; and ſome 
again betwixt ſleep and waking, together with all the 
ſurprizing Confuſions of hideous Darkneſs, Frights 
1 Terrors, the Clang of Trumpets, the Shouts and 
.Clamours of Enemies over and above. Some few of 
the Sword men ſold their Lives as dear as they could, 
and the reſt with the Townſaren made away to the 
Ships: where they found things rather worſe than 
before: The Yitellians doing Execution indiſſerently 
upon them both without Diſtin&ion, - There were 
ſix Gallies that got off upon the firſt Alarum, and the 
Admiral Apollinaris aboard, the reſt were either ſeiz'd 
in the Port, or elſe ſunk off at Sea by the Multitudes 
of the People that crowded in and overcharged the 
Veſſels. Julianus was taken and brought to Lucius 
Hie llim, where he was firſt ſcourged, and then put to 
Death before. his Face. There goes a ſcandalous 
Story of Triaria the Wife of Lucius Vitellius ; how 
bar barouſly and infolently;;ſhe behaved her ſelf, tri- 
umphing and inſulting with her Soldiers Sword by 
her fide, over the miſerable Tarracina that was then 
in Rubbiſh. Lucius himſelf ſent his Brother a Law- 
rel, as an intimation of the Victory; with a deſire 
to know, whether he would have him come back again 
preſently to Rome, or ſtay to make a thorough Con- 
queſt of Campania. This was a happy Pauſe, both 
for Veſpaſian, and for the Common MWealib; for if the 
Soldiers, in the rage of hot Blood, and in the fluſh 
of their Succeſſes (which would have made them fo 
much the mere inſolent) had marched away directly 
for Rome, it would have endangered the ruin of the 
City: For TLuoius Vitellius, how looſe ſoever in his 
Morals, was yet a Man of Induſtry; and one that 
for want of Virtue had made himſelf conſiderable by 
his Vices. ECC N | 
CHAP. LXXVIII. This was the Face of Things 
with hitellius, when Veſpaſian's Army marched- away 
from Narnia to * Ocriculum, and there kept the:

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Feſtiyal of the * Saturnalia at Liberty and Lei ſure. 
The pretended Occaſion of this unlucky. Delay, was 
their ſtaying ſor Mucianus: But ſome took it as if 
Antonius had not dealt fairly in it, for there was a 
Talk went about . of a. Private Correſpondence he 
held with Vitell;us, and that he was offered a Con- 
ſulſhip, and his Daughter in Marriage, with a vaſt 
Portion, upon betraying and deſerting his Party. 
There were others again that looked upon all this 
only as an idle Story, and à Contrivanee to oblige 
Muc ianus. But . ſome there were that would have 
it to be the Senſe of all the general Officers, rather 
to ſhew the City a War at a Diſlance, than to bring 
it to the Walls; for the beſt of the Cohorts were 
already fallen off from Vrtellius, and he was now left 
ſo naked, that he. had nothing to truſt to, but by 
delivering up the Empire. But this Proſpect was 
wholly diſappointed ;- fixſt by the Precipitation, and 
then by the Faznt-beartedneſs. of Sabinxs, for after the 
Temerity of his taking up Arms, he gave up fo 
ſtrong a Place in the Capitol only to Three. Coborts,

But why ſhould the Fault be laid upon one particular 
Perſon, when they were all to blame ? Did not Mu- 
cianus retard and obſtruct the Progreſs of the Victory, 
by his... dubious, way of Writing? And did not 
Antonius trifle away Time too in unſeaſonable Com- 
re to divert the Envy of the Proceeding from 
imſelf? And ſo for, the reſt of the Commanders, 
when they thought the War was as good as over, 
they found out a way to bring it to a more remarkable 
End. And fo for Petilius Cerialis when he was ſent 
away before, croſs the Country of the Sabines, with 
a 3 Horſe to get into Rome, by the way of \ 
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Via Salaris; be whiled away his Time ſo long till 
They were all allarm'd at once, with the Siege of the

1 CHAP: LXXIX. This Intelligence brought Anto- 
nias in all haſte to Saxa Rubra, by the Flammian way, 
where arriving about Midnight, the Succour came 
too late, for he was there given to underſtand that 
Sabinus was murdered, the Capitol laid in Aſhes, the 
City in a Conſternation, and every thing as bad as 
bad could be; the whole Town over and above ri- 
_ ting in Arms for Vitellius. Petilius Cerealis was alſo 
. worſted upon an Encounter with a Body of Horſe, 
through his own raſhneſs of charging as if he had 
been to deal with a routed Party, the Vite1l:ans re- 
reiving them with a mixt Body of Horſe and Foot. 
This Srirmiſt bappen'd among the blind Paſſages, 
and croſs Turnings, upon the Skirts of the City, 
where the Vztellians had this Advantage of the Fla- 
viang, that whereas the former were perſectly well 
'acqutainted with every Nook of the ' Houſes and 
Gardens thereabouts, the latte f knew not one Rep of 
their way, which put them in a very great Confuſi- 
on: Beſide that & Horſe were not all of a Mind, 
Having ſeveral among them that came over at Narnia, 
and kept themſelves upon the reſerve, for the ſtronger 
Side. Tullius Flavianus that had the Command of 
'a Wing, was made a Priſoner; and the reſt moſt 
"ſhamefully ran away, but the V7tellzans followed the 
Pur ſuit no farther then Fideng,”  ' + 
\ "CHAP. LXXX. This Succeſs brought the com- 
mon People over in abundance, and the Burghers 
alſo betook themſelves to their Arms; ſuch as they 
could pick up, but they had very few or no Bucklers 
among them. In this Poſture however, they called 
for the Word of Command to fall n. Vitellzus gave 
them his Acknowledgment, and bad them without 
any Delay make a bold puſh for the Defence of the 
„Town. After this, he called a Senate, and there 
were Deputies choſen, and diſpatched away to the

But 
ſome of the Commiſſioners fared better than others. 
Thoſe that were ſent to Cereahis;'eſcaped narrowly 
with their Lives, for the Soldiers wauld not ſo much 
as hear of any Propoſals of Peace. Arulenus Ruſtz- 
cus the Prater was wounded,” and to aggravate the 
Scandal of the Crime, it fell not only upon an Am 
ador and a Prætor: But upon a Man of ſingular 
Worth in his own Perſon: His Train was all broken, 
and ſcattered ; * one of bis Officers killed for clearing 
the Way before him, and it it had not been for à 
Guard that the Captain allotted him, the Amballa- 
dors had been murdered under the very Walls of the 
City: In affront to the Sacred neſs of their Chara- 
cer, even toward the moſt barbarous of Nations. 
But thoſe that applied themſclves. to Antonius met 
with a fairer Reception, not upon the good Nature of 
the Soldiers, but the General had a greater Power

The Virgins were honourably received, and ſo diſmiſ- 
ſed again with this Anſwer : That after the murder 
of Sabinus, and the e the Capitol, there was no 
room for a Peace, or any Moderation to be expected.

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(CH AP. LXXXII. But yet Antonius did what 
he could, to compound the Matter ſo far with his 
Soldiers, as to content. themſelves with encamping 
that Day at the Milian Bridge, and to defer the 
ontr ing of the Town till the Day following, The end 
of this Propoſal was to gain Time, and to prevent 
the Outrages that the Soldiers might otherwiſe com - 
mit in the Rage of hot Blood: To the ruin of Peo- 
ple, Temples, Altars, and all that's Sacred, without 
Distinction.

They drew toward the Town in three Bodies; one 
by dhe Flaminian Va), another along the Banks 
of Tibur, and the Third toward the Gate Cullina, by 
the Va Salaria, ſcattering the Burghers, with their 
HForſe, in a Trice. | The F:tellidns advanted alſo in 
Three Bodies to encounter them: And there paſſed 
ſeveral Skirmiſhes before the Town with different 
Succeſs, The Flavians indeed had commonly the bet - 
ter of it, as the more expert Commanders of the 
two. Thoſe were hardeſt put to it, that acted on the 
left hand Ane the | Defiles toward the Saluſtidn 
Gardens, while the *V7telans, from the Top ot the 
Walls, kept them off with Stones and Piles; from 
Morning till toward Evening, when the Horſe that 
entered at the Collina · Gate came upon their Backs 
and furpriſed them. There were divers ſharp En- 
counters in the Campus Martius too. The Flavians 
had both Fortune and Victory on their Side, while 
the Velliass were purely ſupported by tbeir Deſpairs, 
and rallying again and again, fill as often as they 
were defeated, till they came into the very City.

Soldier made a deſperate Blow toward him, but whe- 
ther at himſelf or not, or whether in Anger, or to put 
him the ſooner out of his Pain, or whether. it was 
levelled at the Dibune himſelf or not, this is all un- 
cer tain: But ſo it was, that the Tribune's Ear was 
cut off, and the Soldier himſelf immediately cut to 
pieces.

Sabinus before him, He let fall one Glorious Expreſ- 


ſon however, in the Depth of his Extremity, and 


. very well- becoming his Character, The Tribune 


that had him a Priſoner was inſulting over him; [| Tou 
ſhall do well to remember, ſays Vitellzus, that I was 
once Tour Prince. ] The Soldiers fell upon him in 
that Moment, by conſent, and with. that generous. . 
Word in his Mouth, he fell down dead of the Wounds 
they gave-him. The Multitude ſhowing themſelves 
as implacable and malicious to him now at his Death, 
as they had been fawning and ſervile to him living. 
CHAP. LXXXVI. His Father's Name was Lu. 
cius Vitellius, and he was full Fifty Seven Years of 
Age when he dy'd ; He had paſſed. thorough the 
Dignities of a Conſul, and a' High-Prieft, and had 
gotten himſelf an univerſal Eſteem among all the 
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15 Men of Rowe: Not upon the Foundation of 
is proper Induſtry and Merit, but purely upon the 
Fame of his Illuſtrious Father, for there were ſeveral 
that contributed toward his Promotion to the Empire, 
that did not ſo much as know the Face of him: And 
never any Prince made ſuch an Intereſt in an Army, 
by the Methods of Honeſty and Honour, as he did; 
even in deſpite of a molt notorious Puſillanimity and 
Sloth, But to give him his due, he was a Plain-Dea. 
ler, and open-handed, two dangerous Qualities, if 
they be not very diſcreetly managed. It may be 
ſaid of him, rather that he deſerved Friends; than 
that he found them; for Friends that are purchaſed 
with Bounties are rather Mercenary than Virtuous, Tt 
was well undoubtedly for the Common-Wealth, that 
Vitellius was reap giedrs -but they that betrayed him 
to . ee had very little to brag of, when they 
themſelves had been Traytors to Galböe. 
The Day was ſo far gone already, that it was now 
too late to call a Senate, beſide that the Senators 
themſelves and the Magiſtrates had withdrawn in a 
Fright out of the City, or elſe ſhifted away into ſome 
private Places among their Friends, But now the 
Danger was over, Domitian addreſſed himfelf to the 
Hauian Commanders; the Soldiers ſaluting him with 
one Voice as EM EROR, and fo they attended him 
in Arms to the Houſe of his Father. 55

The 
Legions which had ſerved Vifellizes, wiſhed rather for 
Bondage and Slavery, than to W their 
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Prince. The Gauls alſo taking ſreſn Courage, hoped 
now to force- themſelves 1 — 
that the ſame Fortune fell to our Arms inevery place, 
and indeed there ran a Report that our ſtanding 
Camps in Pannonia and Maſia were beſieged by the 
Sar matians and Dacians, and the like was 
of Britany. But nothing perſuaded them ſo much, 
nor was thought ſo ominous to the Ruin of the R. 
man Empire, as the burning of the Capitol: For the 
City had been once before taken by the Gauls, and 
they believed that becauſe the Seat of Jupiter was 
untaken, the Empire remained, whereas now the Gods 
had given the fatal Sign of their Wrath, and the Dru- 
ils alſo out of their vain Superſtition pretended to 
foretel that the Empire of the World was to forſake its 
Seat; and paſs beyond the Mountains. Beſide all this, 
there was nothing more common than the Fame that 
was every where ſpread about, that the Nobles of Gaul, 
ſent by Obo againſt Vitellius, did covenant together 
before their Departure, Tbat if the Roman Commons;

Civil Wars, which ſo frequently ſucceeded one another, 
they would attempt to reeover their Liberties..

But as ſoon as the Roman Generals and Armies drew 
near (redeeming their Fault by an *honeft Flight) 
they went over to them, and were followed by the Ti- 
boct, Pang iones, and Caracates. So Tutor being left 
alone with his Trevzr?, durſt not come near Mcgun- 
tiacu m, but fled to Bingium, where after he had bro- 
ken down the Bridge of the River .*, Nava, he truſted 
do the Strength of the Place. But Sexilius with his 
Cohorts purſued him cloſe, and finding a Ford broke 
in upon them, and routed them, This Overthrow 
quite diſcouraged the Trevzrz, ſo that the Common 
People who had taken up Arms, now caſt them 
away, and returned to their Husbandry; and ſome 
of the Nobility, to be the firſt that ſhould come in, 
fed to thoſe Cities for Refuge, which had not bro- 
ken with the Romans. The Legions which were 
drawn from Noveſium and Bonne to Triers, retook 
the Oath to.Veſpaſian of their own accord, in the ab- 
fence of Valentinus, who at his Return raged like a 
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'Mad»man; and turned all Things topſy tur vy. The 

Legions went away to Mediomatrice, a State in 

Friendſhip with the Romans, and Fuleminut and Tu. 

| tor to the Yyeviri, to perſuade them to reſume” their 

Weapons, and take the Field. Which after they 

had eſſected, they (that there might remain no hope 

of Pardon) prevailed with them to tie the Band of 

| their Union or Confederacy the faſter, by the Slaugh- 

1 _ of Herennus' and Numiſius Lieutenant Gene- 

5 CHAP. LXXI. This was the State of the War 

when Petilius Cerealis came to Mag untiacum, who by 

his Preſence raiſed great Expectation and Hope. He 

was deſirous of Battel, and knowing better how to 

contemn the Enemies than to beware of them, heart - 
ned on the Soldiers with Couragious Words, intend- 

ing to fight as ſoon as he could fee the Enemy. He 

ſent” back again à Supply of Soldiers which was {ent 

out of Gaul, deſiring them to ſignify to the reſt in his 

Name, That the Roman Legions alone were fufficient 

for the Defence of their Empire, That our Allies ſhould 

return to negotiate the Peace, and reſt aſſured that the 

Mar was as good at at an end, now the Romans bad 

- BB undertakben it. This encreaſed the Obedience of the 

Gauls, for having received their Men back again, 

they bore their Taxes and Tribute with more eaſe, 

and were by ſo much the readier to perform their 

Duty, by how much they ſaw it was not wanted. 

Civil and Claſſicus when they heard of the Over- 

throw of Tutor, the Slaughter of the Treviri, and 

the good Surceſs of the Enemies every where, were ex- 

tremely affrighted and diſpatched away in all haſte to 

unite their diſperſed Forces, and in the mean time - 

ſent Meſſengers to .Valentings to defire him to have 

a care of the main Chance, and by no means venture 

the Hazard of a Battle. But this cauſed Cereals to 

make the more haſte, and he immediately ſent ſome 

Commanders to the Two Legions which lay at Me- 

diomatrici, to lead them on to attack them on that 

fide, becauſe they were neareſt, and himſelf TI. 
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adding them to the Army he had brought along with 


him, marched: forward, and the Third Day after to 
| Rigodulum, à Place naturally ſtrong, by reaſon of its 


Situation among Mountains; and its being almoſt ſur - 


_ _ rounded by the River Maſell. In this Place Valentin 
lay encamped with a great Power of the Treviri, 

and had yet made it ſtronger by Art, eaſting Trenches 
and Ditches round about it, filling up the Paſſages 
with great Stones. But this did not terrify Cereals, 
for he immediately commanded the Foot to break 
through, and at the ſame time appointed the Horſe 
to climb up the Mountains, de ſpiſing the Enemy 


whom he knew to be raw and unskilful; and to have 


2 leß Advantage by the Strength of the- Place, than 


he had in the Number and Goodneſs of his Men. 


The Aſcent of the Hill was difficult, till ſuch time as 
their Arrows and Darts were ſpent, but then the 


Aſcent. being gained, and coming to handy Strokes, 
they were thrown down head - long, tumbling one over 
another, like Stones at the fall/ of a Building, and 


the Horſe going about by an eaſy Aſcent, took many 
Priſoners of the chiefeſt of the Nobility of Belgium, 
and among the reſt Yalentinus himfelf, 1 
 _..CH AP. LXXII. The next Day Cereals entred 
Tiers, and the Soldiers were extremely deſirous to 
_ demoliſh the City, alledging that Claſſicus and Tutor 


were born there. Here (they ſaid) were the Men 


. through whoſe wicked Conſpiracy the Legions were be- 
fieged and flain.. Was not poor: Cremona rooted out of 
Italy, for deferring the Victory but a ſingle Night, where- 
as bere in the Confines of Germany fands entire the 
Seat of Rebellion, which bas-triumphed in the Spoils and 
. Slaughter of our Armies and Generals ? As for the 


Spoil, let it go into the Publick Treaſury, we will 


content our ſelves with the Ruin of this Rebellious 


Colony, and be ſatisfied if we may but in ſome part 


requite the Deſtruction of ſo many Camps. Cerealis, 
for fear of the Diſgrace of permitting in the Soldi- 
ers all manner of Licentiouſneſs and Cruelty, ſtopped

bling all the Soldiers which lay at Moguntiacum, and 
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their Inſolence, and they were now grown more 
modeſt, being engaged only in a foreign War. Tis 
worth our Obſervation to conſider the lamentable 
SpeRacle of the Legions that came from Mediomatrict ; 
for when they firſt came into the Camp, they ſtood 
with a ſad and dejeaed Countenance, being aſhamed 
to lift up their Eyes, from the Conſciouſneſs of their 
Guilt”: There was no Salutation of the Army at their 
coming, nor did they give one Word of Anſwer to 
thofe that ſpoke comfortably to them, but dae 
themſelves in their Tents, they were not ſo muc 
amazed at their Danger, as with the Shame and 
Niſhonour of their Actions. The Conquerors were 
aſhamed alſo, ſeeing them in ſuch a Condition, that 
even Silence was the only Sign, that they wanted and 
deſired their Pardon. But at laſt Cereals himſelf 
revived: their Spirits with Comfortable Words, and 
aid, That the Mutiny of the Soldiers, and the Diſſen- 
ſion 4 the Leaders bappened in 4 great Meaſure fro 
the Fraud and Malice of their Enemies, ani were ach 
fata! Miſchances as cou]d not always be avoided. That 
_ this ſhould be reckoned as the ſtrñ Day both of their Ser- 
vice and Oath, and that neither be nor the Prince would 
ever call them 10 an account, or ſo-much as remember © 
their Faxlts, Then they were received into the 
ſame Camp, and Proclamation was made, that no 
Man ſhould at any time upbraid them with their 
Faults, or reflect upon their Actions in any Anger 
or Contention.

new Parties, that the Names of Muci aum and Domi 
ian were only (Bruta fulmina) ns made a 
Noiſe. here, but had no real Effect, and that there- 

fore if he pleaſed to ſeize on the Empire of Gaul, 
they would be contented with their on Cities. and 
Conknes; or if he was otherwiſe diſpoſed, they would 
not reſuſe to give him Battel. To theſe Cefealis 
returned no Anſwer, but ſent both the Letters and 
Meſſengers, away to Domi tian. In the mean Time 
the Enemy's Army began to march from every*lide 
in great Bodies, and becauſe Cereali did not hinder 
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it when aw Opportunity preſented it ſelf, he was 
mightily cenſured for venturing the Hazard of a 
Battel againſt the united Force of the Enemy, when 
he might with great Eaſe have defeated them. The

On the other fide there was 
Diverſity of Opinions. Ciuilis thought it expedient 
to ſtay for the Germans which dwelt over the Rhine, 
whoſe Forces would terrify the Romans; that as for 
the Gault, they were only a Prey to the Conquerors, 


except the 'Belgrans,' and they had cither..openly.de- | 


<lared for them, or at leaſt wiſhed them well. On 
the contrary, Tutor was of Opinion that the Romans 
would -multiply and encreafe by Delay, ſeeing their 
Forces were drawing together on all Sides. That 
one Legion was already Tranſported out of Britain, 
others ſent out of Spain, and many out of Italy were 

1 and all old and experienced Soldi- 
ers. As for the Germans they expected, What, were 
they but a Mob, out of all Aue and Obedience to 
Superiours'? And for Money and Gifts, the only way 
to obtain them, the Romuns had more Plenty; and 
that no Man was fo haſty to Fight, but with the 
fame Wages: would as willingly, or perhaps rather. 

ſtand ſtill. That the only way was to attack them 
immediately while Cerealis had no other Legions, but 
thoſe who were entangled with the Oath to the Em- 
pire of "am That "their" 5 hat 3 
being beyond their Hopes, would be a Bait to their 
General to er and ſo fall not into the 
Hands of unskilful and undifeiplined Men, but of 


CGivilis and Claſſics, at the fight of whom the Enemies 


would tremble, remembrivg the Sieges, Famines, 
Victories, and how: often they had received their 


Lives at his Hands. And the Treviri and Lingones 


obeying the Romans only out of fear, which being 
once taken away; they would readily reſume their 
Weapons again.

_ CHAP. LXX VII. Claes approved the Opinion 
bf Tutor, and they immediately put it into Executi. 

on. The middle Battel was —.— to the Ub;z and

Left. One part of them deſcende4 from the Moun- 

tains; and the other came by the way of the River 73 
Aſoſell, and fell upon our Army ſo ſuddenly, that 
We (who at Night lay out of the Camp) had 


Mord brought to his Chamber, that the Battelſ was 
begun, and his Men overthrown. He was angry, 
talling them Cowards that brought the News, but 

his own Eyes were à convincing Evidence of the 
Truth, for the Camp of the Legions was entred and 
'broken, the Horſe defeated, and the Bridge over the 
Moſell, which was in the midſt of the Town, in the 

Poſſe ſſion of the Enemy. In the mid, of this Con» 
fuſion, Cerealis was bold, and with a great Preſence 

of Mind, rallying the Troops which fled, and though 
unarmed among ſo many Weapons, yet with his for- 
tunate Raſhneſs, and the Aſſiſtance of ſome Soldiers, 
recoyered the Bridge, and ſet a Guard of choſen Men 

to keep it. Then returning to the Camp, he found 

the Legions which were taken from Ronna and No- 
veſiu n, in à manner diſperſed and ſcattered, and but 

few Soldiers at their Enſigns, ſo that they were in 
Danger of being taken. Whereupon being ſull of 
Indignation, Du forſake not (quoth he) Hordeonius 

or Vocula, for you have nothing 10 ſay againſt me, nor 
ape I done any thing that needs an Excuſe, but the

the ſame Purpoſe. So they rallied,” and made Head 
again by whole Cohorts, for the Battel could not be

Another Inconvenience that might hap- 
pen, Aid exceedingly trouble Civil, which was, leſt 
the Fourteenth Legion, aſſiſted by the Navy from 
Britain, ſhould waſte the Sea · Coaſt of the Batavians. 
Fabius 1 62 led forth the Legions in a Land-March, 
as far as the Nerviz and Tungri and thoſe Countries 
that had yielded to the Romans. But as for the Na; 
vy which was intended for that Deſign, the Canine - 
fates venturouſly made aut againſt it, and either took 
or ſunk moſt part of the Ships; and the ſame Canz- 
nefates defeated a huge Multitude of Neruii who 
were gathered together to Fight in favour of the 
Romans.

And the Jews Poſſeſſion of vbeir Country 
from the time that Joſhua divided it amongſt ibe twelve.
